b. In querying the Director today whether he wanted to see 
Ambassadors who would be in the building today and tomorrow, he 
advised me that in the future, if his time permitted, he wanted to 
see all visiting VIP's such as Ambassadors, military officers of 
flag rank, etc. If he is unable to see them personally, he will ask 
the DDCI or Executive Director to represent him. This information 
was passed on to the morning meeting group and specifically to the 
Liaison Staff of the Office of Central Reference. 


c. The Director advised me that Wayne Parrish of Aviation 
Week told him that, according to Bobby Lim of the Philippine Air 
Lines, the image of CAT in the Far East was deteriorating. The 
gist of his comment was that the Americans running CAT were 
second-rate people and that sooner or later China Air Lines would 
probably take away most of the CAT business. At the Director's 
request I passed this on to Bob Bannerman and at the same time 
tried to put this proprietary on the Director's briefing agenda at 
an early date.

They had reached a tentative agreement with Tom 


Karames sines that we would cancel the course scheduled for October
